Everybody who smokes or knows someone 
who smokes has a vested interest in the out­ 
come of a U.S. Public Health Service survey to 
find out why people continue to smoke when 


they know it is bad for them. 
We have no notion what this project of wasted 
effort cost the federal government, but we are 
sure it could have been done cheaper by ques­ 
tioning a half dozen people who are still smok­ 
ing after being told repeatedly it is bad for 
them 
It is the same reason they ride in autos, de­ 
spite the possibility some fool may kill them, 
in all probability a drunken fool, or a vicious 
fool whose license has been suspended. 
Ifs the same reason they go swimming and 
boating, though accident statistics make it clear 
these are almost as dangerous as sky-diving 
without inspecting the parachute 


Partial Relief 


While the simplest and mast logical solution 
would be the permanent dosing of all illegal 
spots in Hancock County's “Strip." such drastic 
action doesn t appear to be in the books, so 
.Sheriff Rodak at least is doing the next best 
thing by ordering a crackdown or the teen-agers 
who have been frequenting the joints. 
The temptation that the night spots offer to 
the district's young people is one of the most 
distasteful phases of the operation. Patronage 
by adults is bad enough, but when the teen-agers 
are permitted to get into the act the problem 
becomes even worse. 
The situation has been the target of severe 
end justified criticism from time to time, lf 
the joints are to continue to remain open, Ro­ 
dak's crackdown on the juveniles at l e a s t 
should help eliminate one of the major head­ 
aches 


GOP Prospects 


The House of Representatives may not have 
the color and popular prestige of the Senate, 
hut over the years it has served as the sub­ 
stantial forge upon which national policies have 
been hammered out and shaped to the advant­ 
age of us all. That is why the national interest 
is best served when the House membership rep­ 
resents the best 
balance in 
our two-party 
system. 
Two elections, in 1962 and 1964. gave the 
Democrats a top-heavy majority in the House. 
In the months that followed the disastrous 
election in 1964 the Republican party semed 
to have been grip ped by a fatal decrepitude. 
Some were talkaing about a new alignment in 
the party system But the climate in 1966 seems 
favorable to a substantial Republican recovery. 
I shall list the portents, so far as the House is 
concemd: 
I. The image of Lyndon B. Johnson as an un­ 
paralleled 
political 
operator, 
which 
emergd 
after the election in 1964 and which was bril­ 
liantly illuminated when Congress obediently 
adopted his many programs in 1965. has faded 
measurably.

Thoughts On Viet 


WASHINGTON 
When the full story behind the Buddhists’ 
maneuvering in South Viet Nam comes out it 
may prove to be one of the slickest pieces of 
Machiavellianism in our time 
The Buddhists are trying to overthrow their 
government. The U.S. government doesn't seem 
well-informed on what's going on among the 
Buddhists and what's driving them or. if it 
is. it s keeping the information to itself 
For that reason no one seems able to say 
whether the Buddhist leaders are in a deal with 
the North Vietnamese Communists to seize the 
South Vietnamese government, ask the Amer­ 
icans to leave, and let the Reds take over. 


IT MIGHT appear at first, if this is what the 
Buddhists have in mind, that they are oper­ 
ating on sheer gall since this country is back­ 
ing the government of Premier Nguyen Can 
Ky and has enormous forces in Viet Nam. 
But they might be hanking on something el-e

When the history of these days is written the

factor in the Buddhists' thinking

Q U E S T I O N : W hat ha ppe ns in the lives of butterflies and 
caterpillars?

ANSWER: Many interesting things happen, the most re­ 
markable being a complete change, or metamorphosis. But­ 
terflies eggs are generally laid singly or in groups on the 
underside of the leaves (I). These leaves serve as food for 
that queer little creature, the caterpillar, one of which 
em erges from each egg. looking not at all like their flutter­ 
ing winged mothers. Caterpillars may seem a bit repulsive, 
but are most interesting to watch and study. They have heads 
with chewing mouthparts which can bite into leaves. Under­ 
neath are six small legs, and further down a set of false or un­ 
jointed legs. Caterpillars have an amusing trick of standing 
on these and rearing up the front of the body (2). After eating 
enormously and changing its skin several times, the cater­ 
pillar becomes a "pupa” or “chrysalis.” A hard case forms 
around it. generally hanging from a twig or leaf (3). Inside, 
an amazing change has taken place: the body becomes soft, 
like cream, and inside this a differently-shaped insect begins 
to form. Finally, the shell of the pupa cracks and out comes 
that florious creature, a butterfly. For a while, the butterfly 
rejoices us with its brilliant colors; then it lays its eggs, and 
the cycle begins again.
